Imperial Migration. 

The British Government has inaugurated 
at last a considered policy of migration 
within the Empire. Great Britain is over- 
populated; the Dominions are under- 
populated’; and the new scheme proposes to 
redress the balance. The Government has 
made itself responsible for half the cost of 
sending approved emigrants to the 
Dominions, and already an agreement has 
been signed with the Government of 
Australia. Intending emigrants must be 
approved by the Dominion where they 
propose to settle, and, when that approval 
has been given, two-thirds of the cost of 
migration will be advanced in the case of 
men and a smaller proportion in the case 
of women. One half of the advance will 
be rded as a gift and the other half 
as a loan. The Dominions have under- 
taken to promote and supervise schemes 
of land settlement. The “tritish Govern- 
ment is ready to spend £1,500,000 on the 
scheme in the present year and £3,000,000 
annually during the next fourteen years— 
a total of some £435,000,000—and the 
Dominions are invited to furnish, between 
them, a like amount. The expenditure of 
£86,000,000 in fifteen years ought to be 
largely effective in solving the problem of 
unemployment at home and in peopling 
fertile, but now empty, spaces in the Em- 
pire overseas. It is expected that in the 
near future the Governments of Great 
Britain, Canada and New Zealand will 
have reached a basis of common action. 
The work of the Overseas Settlement Com- 
mittee during the last four years en- 
courages hope for the success of the new 
and greater scheme. The Committee has 
found homes within the Empire for some

' Voluntary Hospitals. 


We have discussed frequently in these 
columns the future of Ireland's voluntary 
hospitals.

As civil aviation is virtually 
at a stand-still, these men find remunera- 
tive employment very difficult to obtain, 
ahd, unless Government assistance is 
forthcoming, there is a danger that re- 
search may come to an end altogether.

- LIMERICK BREATHES FREELY. 


AGAIN. 

(BY OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LIMERICK, Saturday Night. 

Limerick is beginning to breathe freely again. 
The last of the irregular forces have gone. 
National troops, warmly welcomed by the 
citizens, are now in complete control, and the 
civic life shows signs of animation. People are 
moving about without restraint, and business 
is getting into its stride. In view of the length 
and intensity of hostilities, the wonder is that 
go little damage was done. Apart from whole- 


sale looting, most of the commercial concerns |. 


have come through the ordeal almost unscathed. 
Ranges of plate-glass frontages in the centre of 
the firing zone remain intact, but corner 
premises in commanding positions are badly 
chipped by gunfire. i 

The buik of the damage has been of a 
military character, the biggest loss being the 
New Barracks, of which little except the bare 
walls remain standing. The Strand Barracks, with 
its gaping breaches, is a palsied pile, a grim 
tribute to the accuracy of the national artillery. 
It is said that it was the destruction wrought 
there by the shrapnel shells that hastened the 
departure of the irregulars, who silently stole 
away, having left a trail of fire in their wake. 
National troops are now clearing up the mess, 
and Limerick will soon be itself again. 

CHANCE TO SURRENDER. 

The closing incidents of the fighting have 
already been published, but an account which 
I have obtained from an onlooker of the last 
episode is worth giving. Before the artillery 
opened fire on Thursday morning from Arthur's 
quay, & message was sent across the river, 
giving the occupants of Strand Barracks five 
minutes in which to surrender unconditionally. 
A few minutes after the message was delivered 
two girls were seen running down the steps 
of an adjoining house, from which a Red Cross 
flag was flying, and came over Sarsfield Bridge, 
making their way to Cruise's Hotel, the head- 
quarters of the national forces. They had a

It was then decided to take the artil- 
lery to the back of the building. The gun had 
to be moved by a circuitous route, and it was 
late in the afternoon when it was again in posi- 
tion and made the desired . A stormin 
party. was sent forward, and, rushing up wit 
grenades, drove the occupants from room to 
room, and ultimately forced a be of about 
thirty into one corner of the building, where 
they surrendered. Another section of the 
defenders retreated through a hole in the wall 
to the Red Cross hospital adjoining, still firing 
as they went, and using Thompson and Lewis 
guns. Some broke their rifles, others threw 
away the bolts, and these were subsequently 
found in the hospital. Large quantities of high 
explosives were discovered in the barracks, and 
there was a network of mines which suggested 
that the ocupants intended their successors to 
be blown skyward.

In a Note to the French delegate on the 
Reparations Commission, M. Poincaré, 
the French Premier, says that Germany. 
should be granted a moratorium only in 
respect of the payments due on August 
15 and September 15. ) 

He attributes the fall in the mark, 
which Germany urges as the chief reason 
for requesting a moratorium, rather to 
the mismanagement of Germany’s domestic 
finances. He suggests that the Govern- 
ment and the public have conspired to 
bring about the fall of the mark. 3 

The Allies, he says, must exercise a 
“stringent supervision of German 
finances. A two months’ moratorium 
would enable Germany to effect reforms, 
If, however, she made no effort to put her 
affairs in order, the Allies should enforce 
“ sanctions.”

GERMANY'S DELIBERATE POLICY. 


M. Poincaré has forwarded a letter to M. 
‘Louis Dubois, the French delegate on the Re- 
parations Commission, contesting Germany’s 
arguments in support of ber request for a 
moratorium contained in the German Note of 
July 12. 

He says that the 8 in respect of 
reparations were not the determining factor in 
the fall of the mark, since the fall increased 
while the payménts in specie were decreasing. 
He attributes the German financial crisis to in- 
sufficient efforts to collect revenue, cheapness of 
railway rates, lack of thorough reduction of 
expenditure, and the undertaking of unnecessary 
ublic works, such as the doubling of railway 
ines, a particularly the construction of 
strategic lines in the Rhineland. 

The 3 Prime Minister points out that 
while Germany's fiduciary circulation amounted 
to 32 milli marks on January 1, 1919, in 
June, 1922, it had increased to 179 milliards; 
in the meanwhile, German capital was being 
sent out of the country. ; 

M. Poincaré declares that both the German 
Government and the German public are en- 
couraging the fall in the mark; as it enables 
Germany to compete with foreign industries. 
The result of this has been a general de- 
moralisation the Exchange market and 
economic anarchy in Europe. á 

It is, therefore, incumbent upon the Repara- 
tions Commission to make stringent supervision 
of German finances. This will only be effective 
when the Guarantees Committee takes action 
in Berlin. The Commission must also take ad- 
vantage in the form of definite guarantees of 
the privilege granted it by the Treaty in regard 
to the assets of the Reich. 

M. Poincaré considers that the moratorium 
should, at the outside, remain in operation for 
the next two payments, namely, those of August 
15 and September 15. The moratorium would 
enable financial reforms to be taken in hand 
and guarantees to be given, and any extension 
of it should be subject to the taking of these 


steps. 

Should no effect be given to the conditions 
laid down by the Commission during the period 
in which the moratorium is in force, the Com- 
mission should declare Germany's voluntary 
default. The Allies. would then consult as to 
sanctions, collectively or individually. 


“AN EVASIVE DEBTOR.” 


PARIS, Saturday. 

Dealing with the all-absorbing reparation 
roblem, L’'Homme Libre to-day writes as 
ollows :—Pending agreement among the Allies 
in regard to a definite settlement of the re . 
tion question, the tions Commission 
ought te pronounce a decision in connection 
with Germany’s request fon a moratorium. The 
French Government is not so — Sua Re 
refuses to agree to some postponement. e 
contrary, it is of the opinion that this final 
proof of conciliation can still be given, despite 
all the conciliation that has already been 
extended towards this debtor, who has shown 
himself to be so wily, evasive, and obstinate; 
but any such proof of conciliation must not be 
accepted as evidence of weakness. 

On the other hand, it would be a supreme act 
of folly to suspend for a long term of years the 
fulfilment of the obligations imposed upon 
Germany by the Versailles Treaty.—(Reuter.)

As stated in my last letter, the main body 
of the Headquarters Expedition crossed the 
Doya La for the district of Kharta. There they 
joined Horton and Captain Bruce, whom they 
found almost entirely recovered, recruiting after 
their exertions on Everest. 

The object was not only to give everyone a 
dhance to recover full strength before the march 
back, but also to visit Kharta, the wonderful 
Karma Valley, and, if possible, to explore the 
gorge of the Arun River itself. 

We found the road into Karma, over Sam- 
chunla and Chogla, brilliant with flowers in 
their first bloom, and even many rhododendrons 
were still out. We were rather short of food 
and had to send a party over to the settlement 
at Sam-Tang, in the upper Valley of the Arun, 
to buy grain, potatoes, and other supplies for 


us. 

Our porters were, naturally, very keen again 
to give an exhibition of what they could do, 
and this was also the case with the Hill Thibe- 
tans. When it was put to them, almost the 
whole of our large outfit was moved by the 
forty-six men available, no single porter curry- 
ing less than a hundred Ibs., while one girl, a 
local Thibetan, carried, a hundred: and sixty tba. 
all by herself over the Chogla. 

Our startin int at Saki-Thang was some- 
where about II, feet above the sea, and t 
road, steep, rough, and stoney, rose about 5, 
feet over the @hogla before descending to the 
camp at Chokorbo, situated between the Chogla 
and Sanchunla, 14,000 feet. 

It was quite apparent that, in order to ex- 
plore the south end of this Valley and the Arun 
Gorge, it was necessary that the party should 
be as small as possible, so we arranged that 
Noel, our photographer, should take a few men 
and attempt to find a way right through the 
Arun Gorge. It was a very interesting and 
really wonderful journey, which I leave them 
to deseribe. 


CAPTAIN NOEL’S STORY. 


The Arun, one of the principal tributaries of 
the Kosi, rises behind Maira Too; draining the 
plains of Tingri and Khamba in Thibet, and 
then, with the force of its accumulated waters, 
carves its way through she main chain of the 
Himalaya directly between the gigantic maun- 
tain massifs of Everest on the one side and 
Kincho Junga on the other. 

our camp at Kharta and the village 
of Kyima-Tang, a distance of 20 miles, the river 
drops a vertical height of 4,000 feet. We were 
particularly interested in exploring this part of 
the Arun to find out whether this tremendous 
drop consisted of a series of great rapids and 
waterfalls or of a steady fall in the bed of the 
river. 

On the evening of June 27, at the end of our 
first day's march, our tent was pitched on a 
pleasant grassy shelf in a smal 
clearing in the forest near the 
empty shepherd huts comprising the graz- 
ing camp of Chotromo. No sooner had the 
sun set that evening than swarms of tiny 
= eS og emerged. They annoyed us during mos“ 
of the night, giving us no rest, except when, in 
exasperation, we got out of bed and drove them 
away for the moment by lighting small 
“smudges of jumper wood in the mouth of 
the tent. 

From, Chotromo a -hitle shepherds’ track 
leads down the left bank of the river to. Kyima- 
Tang. We came at last, tired out, to the 
bridge leading across to Kyima-Tang. Kyima- 
Tang, though, strictly speaking, it is in Tabet, 
is a typical Nepalese village. 
chalets are surrounded. by well-kept fields o 
Indian corn, wheat, and barley. The fields are 
bounded by stone walls, and hold little 
machans, from which a look-out is kept for 
bears at night-time. 

Kyima-Tang and the surrounding villages are 
so inaccessible that the people do not appear to 


have comé under the influence either of Thibet 


or Nepal, and lead an independent life! The 
path mounts up over cliffs, which hide the’ view 
of the river in the gorge below, but reveal 
across the valley the magnificent waterfall that 
asses through three deep gorges—one at 
yima-Tang, one at Kharta, where it enters 
the main chain, and another between these two. 


CLIFFS 10,000 FEET HIGH. 


Looking down from the ledges of the 
precipice: one gets occasional glimpses of the 
torrent below and the cliffs above, frequently 
rising as much as 10,000 feet ahove the river 
bed, and ending in snow-capped peaks. We 
camped towards the top of the valley, and the 
next day crossed a new pass, judged to be 
about 6,000 feet. ' 

Crossing the Sakai-Chhu, and descending from 
the Samchua Pass, we crossed the Yloula, and 
so to Kharta, where the party joined the main 
body. We managed to secure a large number 
of photographs and some cinema films, illustrat- 
ing the whole journey. : 


LESSONS OF THE EXPEDITION 


It is now in place to give a short review of 


the resulta of this year’s attempts, and of what 


we learn from it. First and foremost; let me 
state that everyone beljeves that, when all the 
lessons of the expedition have been thoroughly 
digested, far greater hopes still remain of 
climbing Everest than many of us ever had 
ore. 

With better weather, a well-chosen team of 
climbers is practically certain to be able tó 
reach a greater height, without oxygen, than 
was possible this year. We learnt that nights 
ean be passed at 25,000 and 25,500 feet without 
oxygen. We have learned that, even at 
greater heights, climbers suddenly deprived of 
the use of oxygen, whether by accident or the 
exhaustion ef the cylinders, do not ‘suffer any 


rm. 
Another point of the greatest importance is 
that any climber, however strong, exerting him- 
self to the utmost in gaining the greatest 
height, is not fit for a second attempt, or quite. 
the same man for a considerable time. 
It must be impressed upon all that the 
Himalaya are a desperate enemy; no chances 


were also found here, but no doctors or 
patients.

“ THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


In all the changing fortunes of our industrial 
like there have been few sadder spectacles than 
the present plight of the miners. Their wages, 
based on the selling price of the coal, were 
high during the war, and even higher during 
the exceptional period of industrial activity 
which followed the Armistice. Then came the 
trade depression, from which we are still suffer- 
ing, and it hit the miners in two ways. Not 
only was the standard wage reduced, but there 
were fewer opportunities of earning it, with the 
result that very real distress prevails in the 
coalfields of Great Britain. 

It may be said that this is not the whole 
story. We are well aware of the mistakes 
which the miners have made since the end of 
the war. Happily, they seem to have awakened 
to the danger of extreme courses. Human 
nature being what it is, a certain recklessness 
might have been expected from the miners’ 
delegates, who assembled for the annual con- 
ference of their Federation at Blackpool last 
week. In the event their proceedings were 
marked by a moderation. of tone, which makes 
us the more easily forget the immediate past 
in the hope of a brighter future. 

With regard to the recommendation that 
means should be considered for the improve- 
ment.of the agreemont, and that proposals to 
this should be submitted to the coalowners for 
consideration, The Pimes adds - It cannot te 
doubted. that the decision of the miners to 
seek a peaceful way out of their difficulties 
imposes a corresponding. obligation on the coal- 
owners. All wha know the miners and their 
sterling worth must deeply sympathise with 
them in their misfortunes, and the coalewners 
will do well to meet them in as generous a 
spirit as is compatible with the actual solvency 
of the industry. There can rarely have been 
an industrial crisis which so imperatively de- 
manded a Greplay of true comradeship between

A WAR-TIME PROMISE. 

The Times; referring in a leading article to 
to-day's debate in the House of Commons on 
the Canadian cattle embargo, says: We have 
the remarkable position that, while the Prime 
Minister has recognised the clear and unequi- 
vocal character of the pledge given to Canada. 
the Whips have been taken off im order that 
there may be a “free vote.” We should have 
imagined that on an issue of this kind, involv- 
mg at once the honour of the country and that 
of the Government, a less cautious, not to say 
pusillanimous, course would have recommended 
itself to His Majesty's Ministers. 

But the public, which has long ceased to feel 
surprise at any abdication of principle on the 
fart of the Cabinet, will hardly be astonished 
at this latest exemplification of Ministerial 
' open-mindedness.’’ It should not be forgotten 
that in the report of the Inter-Departmenta! 
Committee’ on Meat Supplies, issued in the 
autumn of 1919, it was recommended that the 
embargo legislation should be repealed, and 
Bection 26 of the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894. 
revived. This course, added the report, would 
enable the Board of Agriculture to make orders 
admitting animals into the United Kingdom 
without being subject to immediate slaughter 
at the ports, provided that the Board were 
satisfied that reasonable security was afforded 
against the importation of diseased animals. 

In the case of Canada the security is admit- 
tedly ‘“‘reasonable.” We cannot, therefore. 
understand thé conduct of the Government. It 
offers the unedifying spectacle of a Cabinet 
divided againat itself on the question whether a 
pledge offered in time of war by the mother 
country to a great Dominion which had given 
unsparingly of her aid and of her sous should 
be kept in time of peace.

An interesting prediction of the future ov 
voluntary hospitals made by the well- 
known West London ophthalmic surgeon, Mr. 
N. Bishop Harman, of Harley street, at the 
British Medical Association’s Congress in 
Glasgow on Saturday. 

His view was that the voluntary hospitals 
which had been started as charitable imetitu- 
tions would go the way of the old educational 
institutions which had been’ started för poor 
boys, but became the big public schools othe 
country, to which doctors and others now paid 
handsome fees for their own bovs. The time 
would come, he believed, when the State would 
have made such complete provision for the 
indigent that the poor would not need to eo 
to the voluntary hospitals which would thee 
become the place for those who “I am 
willing to pay for my own treatment and main- 
tenance, and prefer to have it under private 
enterprise rather than underState provision.” He 
believed that to that extent voluntary hospitals 
would remain, and the British Medical Aeso- 
ciation had to legislate in view of that possi- 
bility, as shown by what appeared to him, at 
any rate, to be the present trend 


LIVELY DISCUSSION. 

There were no fewer than 195 motions and 
amendments in connection with hospital policy 
on the agenda, and the Representative Body, 
as early as 9.30 in the morning, 
devoted the whole day to their consideration. 
The discussion, although so protracted, was of 
& continuously vigorous and lively character, 
and revealed sharp cleavages ‘of opinion, 
especially on the dominant question whether 
hospital doctors should be paid a proportion of 
the money charged by hospitals in respect of 
insured or better-class patients. With one ex- 
ception, which touched the latter question, the 
principal motions submitted by the Council were 
varried, inter alia 

“That the Association recognises a dual 
policy as regards the voluntary hospitals—(a) 
that the purely charitable side should be con- 
tinued, wherein the whole cost of the main- 
tenance of indigent patierts is met by the 
gratuitous contributions received by the hos- 
pital, and on whose behalf the services of the 
gratuitously ; 
(b) that other patients who are not indigent 
may be received for treatment at voluntary 
hospitals when adequate treatment cannot be 
obtained elsewhere, and that for them payment 
should be received by the hospital, either from 
the patients themselves, their behalf, 
from the authority or body referring them to 
the hospital, and that on account of their 
treatment some method of remuneration of the 
voluntary: medical staff should be arranged. 

Submitting this statement of policy. Mr‘ 
Ywhop Harman said that they gladly declared 
thas they would continue to give their services 
free, ,ratis, and for nothing, to those who were 
properiy entitled to charity. ‘We are not 
afraid of speakipg.i¢ charitz,“ he said. It is 
the finest word in English language, and we 
are not going to down because it i unpoular 
m certain circles.”

VITAL STATISTICS. 


BRITAIN’S REMARKABLE 
FIGURES. 


The Registrar-General’s report for England 
and Wales for 1920, which is just issued, dis- 
closes some remarkable figures. Its outstanding 
feature is an excess of births over deaths of 
491,652, the largest ever recorded in the history 
of the country, which is due to the temporary 
bound of the birth-rate following demobilisa- 
to in conjunction with the death-rate of 12.4 
per 1,000, the lowest since 1862. The number 
of births was 957,782, the largest recorded since 
the. institution of civil registration, and of the 
deaths, numbering 466,150, the report states 
that the exceptionally low death-rate will, no 
doubt, be repeated for 1921 (the provisional 
fieure ie even lower). Prospects point to the 
1920 birth-rate remaining unequalled for many 
years to come. 

Ihe marriages which were registered totalled 
379,982, the highest recorded in any one year. 
In 1917 the rate was the lowest, war circum- 
stances affording an obvious explanation of 
both records. Briefly expressed, the marria 
rate was 20.2 per 1,000, and the birth-rate 25 b 
the latter being the highest since 1909, whilst 
the former is 4.8 above the average of the 
last ten years, which were unaffectéd by the 
war. Infant mortality further declined to 80 
per 1,000. The male births from legalised unions 
exceeded the female births by over 24,000. 

The population at the end of. 1920 was 
estimated at 37,522,000.

The unhappy position of the Press in Cork 
was discussed at a meeting of the Cork Trade 
and Labour Council, held * Thursday. 

The Chairman (Mr. George Nason) referring 
to the growth of unemployment in the city, 
said that he regretted to hear that one of their 
newspapers, the Cork Constitution, was about to 
shut down. , 

A deputation appeared from the hi- 
cal Society, and Mr. Anthony said that he was 
rather impressed and pleased with the etate- 
ment made by their President, which en- 
couraged him to lay before them certain facts 
of which many of them might be quite ignorant, 

He wished to draw their serious attention to 
the closing down of the Cork Constitution, That 
closing down had been brought about by & 
variety of circumstances. It had been brought 
about, in the first instance, by the state of war 
existing in the country. The stoppage had been 
hastened by the vigorous censorship set up by a 
party. That censorship was not con- 
fined to the Constitution, for it also existed im 
the Framiner. t 

The Press of Cork did not object to a mili- 
tary censorship in the p r sense of the term. 
Whet had taken place in k was a censorshi 
of a kind which had never existed in any — 
o“ the globe but in Ireland. This involved not 
alone interference with liberty of mm but 
was a negation of liberty of Speec and the 
freedom of the Press. (Hear, hear.) 

The serious matter. of the displacement of a 

number of hands in the Cork Constitution was, 
in itself, sufficient to warrant a strong protest 
from the workers of the Oity of ; for it 
was as the result of this civil war that 
thousands had been unemployed, and perhaps 
many more would be disemployed. That was 
a sample of the nation-building which they 
heard só much about. 
To appreciate and thoroughly understand 
what the censorship meant they had only to 
purchase the morning papers od read t h 
the columns and they would find that the Cork 
Press had been turned into propaganda sheets 
for the purpose of serving the interests of one 
political party. Such a state of things had 
never existed in any part of the world except in 
Cork 


AN ILLUSTRATION. 


To illustrate the unfairness of the system 
he would mention one instance.

“I am iously hindered in the execution 
of my professional duties by the want of — ae 
as you are aware, I have a very large district 
to attend to, and is an exceptional 
amount of sickness just now. Not since the 
influenza epidemic has there been so much 
illness in this district. This is due mostly to 
the extreme poverty prevailing, attended by the 
shortage of necessary foodstuffs. The people 
here are in a very bad way, indeed. 

“ Would it be possible to send me a supply 
of petrol, say 24 gallions, by your ambulance, 
when it calls for these patients. The cost of 
same could be deducted from my salary. If 
not, I do not know how to manage. t have 
appealed to th LR.

FINANCIAL WORLD SHOCKED. 


The failure of Mr. Allan Ryan, for many 
years one of the leading “ Wizards of Wall 
street,” is revealed to-day, says a cable to the 
Weekly Despatch from New York on Saturday; 
as one of the most sensational of the many 
grees, crashes which figure in American financial 

istory. 

99 of the statement filed by Ryan 

terday with his petition in bankruptey shows 
that while over £5,000,000 of his debts is de- 
scribed as secured, the value of collateral 
securities deposited against many huge loans is 
problematical. For some shares no recognised 
market exists. His liabilities are approximately 
£6,500,000, while the total cash in hand, accord- 
ing to his own statement, is £5,000,000. 

Apart from the magnitude of the crash, a 
feature which makes it almost the sole topic 
of conversation this morning is the fact of 
its culminating a bittem fight between the man 
and the great powers of Wall street. 

For ten years before 1920 Ryan made money 
at a prodigious rate until one afternoon at 
the close of business his bookkeepers told him 
he was worth £6,000,000. 

The greater part of this vast fortune came 
from the reorganisation of old companies and 
their flotation for new work, for which Ryan 
has a positive genius. 


“CORNERING” THE MARKET. 


Long strain and weakéned health caused his 
friends to beg him to retire and enjoy the 


nancial 
game and proceeded to prepare the biggest 
coup of his eareetr—his “ cornering ” of ane 
of the Stutz Motor Company. In a few months 
he achieved his object, but the “corner,” sa 
so often happens, was the beginning of the end. 

While Ryan squeezed opponents dry his coup 
brought him into conflict with the authorities 
of the Stock Exchange, from which he was 
eventually expelled. He declared war on the 
latter, and brought an action for 250,000 dollars 
damages. But Wall street is stronger than any 
man in it. Any man who offends 
ite great hidden powers, runs the tradition of 
the Street, always loses in the end. 

Ryan wa the fight with every resource of 
his financial genius, but within a few months he 
was already in straitened circumstances, and 
was called on to put up cash or more collateral 
securities. Unable to do either, his affairs were 
taken in hand by a committee of bankers. 

Since then he hae not been a factor in the 
market, and visited the financial district only 
to collect the monthly cheque allowed him for 
living expenses. 

His final bankruptcy comes as a shock to the 
financial world, which a rs more than a little 
worried.

MOTORING AND MEMORY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—As a motorist possessed of a fairly ser- 
vieeable memory, I cannot share the opinion of 
K. that the passing of the horse is respon- 
sible for forgetfulness. My own recollections go 
back easily to my fifth year. I can recall much 
that I learnt in my schooldays; but, as I grew 
up (this, of course, was before the days of mo 
toring), I became, and continued for many 
years, a byword in my family for forgetfulness 
of practical things, and would often excuse my- 
self for these lapses by using “K.’s” very 
words concerning distance of time.” 

Later, I did a good deal of passenger motor - 
ing, whien made no difference to my memory 
one way or the other; and, last of all, 1 bought 
a car, which 1 have driven and looked after for 
over two years. I suppose this ought to have 
absolutely wrecked my memory; but the exafict 
reverse is the case. I can recall with perfect 
clearness the mistakes of my novitiate and my 
gradual progress; and, what is more, I have 
lound these recollections much more useful to 
me than those of my childhood. Better still, 
my memory for the practical affairs of life, has 
improved. A motor vehicle nowadays cannot 
fairly be described as a “ repulsive monstro- 
sity,” although in the “red flag days before 
1896 this might, perhaps, have been the case. 
At any rate, even one of those early machines 
would be preferable to a lame horse; to drive 
behind the latter is a misery to any lover of 
animals. 

Finally, “ K. ” remarks that no motorist can 
stand a check at a level crossing or any similar 
delay. If any such there be, he or she will soon 
learn philosophy; for nothing teaches one the 
wisdom of patience so effectually as constant 
motoring, especially in these days of trenched 
and blocked roads.—Yours, etc¢., nm

RAISING.

Mr. Coghlan Briscoe some time 
ago forwarded full particulars to the Provi- 
sional Government, and a letter was ‘now read 
from the Minister for Home Affairs, stating 
that the matter of the Macroom town tenants 
would receive attention. 

A large number of tenants were present in 
connection with the demands made by land- 
lords to inerease present rents. At the last 
meeting the Executive drew attention to this 
matter, and the view was expressed that the 
‘sae rage time was not an opportune one for land. 
ords to seek to place new imposts on their 
tenants, and that owing to economic conditions 
rents ought to be reduced to pre-war rates. 

Mr. Field said that the Executive Committee, 
after due consideration. were of opinion that 
during che present crisis rent-raising and evic-. 
tions should be avoided: Owing to the unem- 
ployment of workers, and lack of business in 
shops, moe members of the community found 
it very difficult to rovide sustenance and 
shelter for their families. Another grievance 
was the refusal of house-owners to carry out 
necessary repairs,
